Aging Bo b 
Feller had a sparkling y ear, and Art Ho ut- 
teman gav e a real lift to the Big Three 
with 15 v icto ries. Two sto ut-armed y o ung­ 
sters, Mo ssi and Narleski, pro duced sterling 
relief, 
as

Newho user, 
Detro it 
cast-o ff. 
To gether these fello ws- kept o ppo sitio n 
batters away fro m sco ring territo ry so per­ 
sistently that so me o f them fo rgo t the way 
there. Clev eland’s o ppo nents av eraged less 
than three runs a game. 
The Indian catcher, J im Hegan, said it 
didn’t matter whether he called the right 
pitch o r the wro ng o ne. His pitchers threw 
the ball past the hitters any way . 
With that sturdy ro ck to tie to , the In­ 
dians dev elo ped a superio r winning spirit. 
With go o d pitching, they knew they ’d sel­ 
do m be to o far behind. They nev er gav e up. 
They wo n three fo urths o f the o ne-run de­ 
cisio ns they were inv o lv ed in, two thirds 
o f the ex tra-inning games, and again and 
again came fro m behind to win. 
They set a killing {5ace fro m the o utset. 
Mo rale was high, and the winning co ntinued 
despite a successio n o f injuries that ho b­ 
bled o ne after ano ther o f the key men. 
Casto ffs and substitutes filled in and deliv ­ 
ered, so metimes better than the damaged 
regulars.

A DEADLY SYLLOGISM 
Th e editor of th e W atcrbury , Connecticut, Re­ 
p ublican, raised a most interesting q uestion. He 
is dealing with investigations of p ersons and h e 
say s: 
“A p erfectly deadly sy llogism^s abroad in th is 
country today , i t runs some tiling like th is: Th e 
Communists p rofess to be for a better break all 
around for th e economically and socially de­ 
p ressed; h ere’s a fellow wh o feels th at fine as our 
American sy stem is, it will bear economic and 
social imp rovement; th erefore h e is a Communist 
or, at th e very least, h e will bear watch ing." 
Men h ave labored to imp rove social and eco­ 
nomic conditions in th e cap italist world. Ch arles 
Dickens, William Morris, Henry George, Jacob 
Riis, Jane Addams, Samuel Gomp ers, to p ick a 
few names, with out being regarded as Commu­ 
nists. In fact, Henry George and Samuel Gomp ers 
labored valiantly against 
Marx ism. Social and 
economic conditions in th e cap italist world h ave 
been imp roving since th e dark day s in th e early 
19 th C entury often called th e Industrial Revolu­ 
tion. And th ey will continue to be imp roved, just 
as th e 56 -h our week gave way to th e 40-h our 
week; just as women and ch ildren h ave been p ro­ 
tected in labor. 
Th e q uarrel is never over th e need for elevat­ 
ing th e p roletariat to th e living conditions of th e 
middle class of th e 19 th Century , and even bet­ 
ter, because of tech nologic develop ments. It is 
over th e m eth od of ch ange, w h eth er it is to bo by 
a rising standard of living th rough an evolution­ 
ary p rocess, tested against ex isting social and 
economic conditions, or by th e clash of revolution. 
M arx ism is more th an a meth od for imp rov­ 
ing th e conditions of mankind. W ere it only th at, 
it would be little different th an th e reform ist 
movements such as, tor instance, th e Bull Moose 
of Th eodore Roosevelt. It is a p h ilosop h y of total 
ch ange, not only of th e environm ent but of th e 
nature of man. It involves a revolutionary a lte ra ­ 
tion of m an’s th inking, including a rejection of 
wh at th e M arx ists call “my stical sup erstitions,” 
namely , God and every ex p ression of religion. 
Th erefore, m any men and women wh o labor to 
: imp rove th e lot of/n a n , e' en in th is generation, 
! cannot be called Communists because th ey are 
I anti-M arx ist. Nobody would regard Bish op Fulton 
j Sh een as a Communist. Th e issue is th e relation­ 
sh ip of a m an’s th inking to God and h is conduct 
to th e N atural Law, wh ich every Marx ist m ust 
I reject. 
On th e q uestion of wh o bears watch ing, it h as 
been my ex p erience th at nobody is investigated 
wh o h as not of h is own accord p ut h imself into a 
p osition th at req uires some ex p lanation. Often th e 
investigation can save a m an from difficulties. 
For instance, rum ors about Dr. Raloh Bunch e 
h ave been continuous for several y ears; th e in­ 
vestigation saved Dr. Bunch e from destruction by 
rumor, for wh ich Dr. Bunch e was in a m easure 
h imself resp onsible. True, some p eop le like to be­ 
lieve wrong of a man but wh en Dr. Bunch e was 
recently p romoted by th e United Nations,, not a 
voice was raised against h im. 
Th e FBI is req uired to investigate ap p licants 
| for emp loy ment 
or p romotion 
by th e United 
States Government. It eith er m akes a name ch eck 
| wh ich is generally a reference to its own files or 
it m akes a field ch eck wh ich is th orough and takes 
a long time. In more th an one instance, I am sure 
th at favorable testim ony h elp ed th e p erson get 
th e job. W h y sh ould we all assume th at all testi­ 
mony is unfavorable? 
Practically every m em ber of our government 
I is investigated sooner or later 
Yet more th an 
2,300,000 men and women do h old p ositions in th e 
Federal Government desp ite all th e ex citement 
about Communists in government. Th ere are un ­ 
doubtedly some Communists in our ^government; 
th ere arc not as m any as th ere used to be. Th e 
significance of one Communist in a critical area 
is th at every m em ber of th is p arty is literally an 
agent of a foreign p ower. He is a security risk. 
But most emp loy es of our government, all of 
wh om are investigated, are not security risks. 
Th ey are just Americans. 
Th e man wh o h as not p ut h imself in a bad 
sp ot need not fear investigation. But even th e 
m an wh o p ut h imself in a bad sp ot can alway s 
I clear h is record if h e h as a mind to. Or if h e does 
not care, h e need not seek emp loy ment th at re- 
' q uires a security investigation.

Th is ointm ent was ap p lied to 
th e affected areas of th e righ t side of th e body 
wh ile th e same ointm ent but with out th e h y dro­ 
cortisone was ap p lied to th e left. 
A favorable resp onse in th is stubborn skin 
ailment was obtained in eigh teen of th e th irty 
cases. Moreover, no cases sh ow-ed any intolerance 
to th e drug. No treatm en t h ad to be discontinued 
because of irritation, oversensitiveness or allergy

There has been less change in 
fly reels than in any adjunct of 
the fly rod. 
The fly reel is still primarily a 
storage place for the line, and 
secondarily, to give line under 
adjusted tension to a large fish. 
The simple action fly reel does 
this, and it is simple and durable. 
The only im portant innovation 
in fly reels has been the develop­ 
m ent 
of 
the 
autom atic 
reel. 
Autom atic reels wind by spring 
action. 
WHEN THE LINE is stripped 
from 
the -reel, 
the 
spring 
is 
wound. 
Touching a lever with 
the finger actuates the spring 
and winds in the line. 
The 
new reels 
have a 
slip 
clutch which perm its line to lie 
draw n from the reel after the 
spring is fully wound. 
This is 
an essential. The earliest models 
did nQt have this safety device, 
and the more line draw n off the 
tighter the spring tension be­ 
came. 
A common complaint was that 
excessive spring tension 
brok e 
light leaders. 
This defect has 
been eliminated and many 
fly

HAVE TRIED 
A num ber 
and they w ere very convenient

Lawrence, owner of the P orts­ 
mouth Club of the Class B Pied­ 
mont League, said he had the- 
support of most £ >f the 83 inde­ 
pendent operators in the m inor, 
leagues in his plans to file suit 
against Frick and the 16 m ajor 
league clubs. 
Lawrence said the big league 
clubs collect millions of dollars 
annually through radio and tele­ 
vision broadcasts. 


“ THE BIG LEAGUES violate 
the most sacred agreement in all 


of baseball,” he added. 
“T hat's | 
the respect for territorial rights. 
The big leagues do worse than 
invade your territory. They send 1 
it down by radio and television 
to the fans—free of charge—and j 
collect vast sums for it. 
‘‘Now don’t get me wrong. The 
big leagues should go ahead and 
get all of the money out of radio 
and television they can, but we 
want them to share it with the 
minor league clubs.” 
Lawrence said he had no idea 
how much would be involved in 
the proposed suit, but “during 
the past five years, 25 leagues in 
200 cities have been k illed by 
radio 
and 
television. 
Multiply 
$250,000 by 200 cities, and you 
get 50 million dollars.” 
Lawrence plans to confer with 
an attorney, identified only as 
one of A m erica’s most famous 
attorneys, about the suit tom or­ 
row, 
“W hether the suit is» filed or 
not will be predicated on the ad­ 
vice of my attorney, who has 
been mak ing a study of the m a­ 
jor-minor agreem ent,” Lawrence 
said. 
“If he tak es the case, w e’ll 
go to court.” 
Frick said in New York he had 
not heard of the proposed suit 
and declined comment.
